Trains were chariered and
the aflair was announced from every hilltop In
the country. Every inducement was offered to
get citizsens of whatever rank to pot up their
money and patronize the fight. The Iact of the
fight. was thrust in the face of every man
whetber he was a tor or a bookmaker.
Money was wanted; the fight was secondary.
Can bold and bolsterous violations of law hke
this be allowed? Even if there was uo law jo
preveot the trumpet announcements of a prise
fizht nor the fight itself, depend wupon it
the public wonld demand a law.
the past it was these large and rough
crowils at prize fights that more than anything
else stopped them. So it has been In this coun-
try. Admirers of pugilistic skill must now look
to private clubs for contests under Gueens-
berry rulea.  This will be all the better for Sal
livan. But it may not be wide of the mark to
predict very strong efforts will be made to
reach the cluba, and if that is done boxing will
receive a heavy blow,
